Plainfield Council recommends

PLAINFIELD — The goal of re- 
turning the city back to fiscal re- 
sponsibility was the central theme 
reiterated by several attendants of a 
budget session held last Wednesday 
evening at the City Hall Library. 

Four of the seven council mem- 
bers along with the council’s Citi- 
zens Budget Advisory Committee 
met to discuss the committee's in- 
terim recommendations for the pro- 
posed 1991-1992 budget. Commit- 


The 
concerns raised were the proposed 
use of a $3 million surplus, pension 
expenses of which $1.6 million are 
not reflected in the budget, and the 
bonding of $12.8 million that would 
cost the city $1.2 million a year to 
pay back.

Stella also suggested that steps be 
taken to cut spending down to 1990 
levels. That year the budget was $33 
million. This would mean though 
that $4 million would have to be cut 
out of the budget.

In a general debate that was 
mostly characterized by avoidance 
of mentioning apartheid and white 
domination as evils and crimes to 
mankind, a few delegates only made 
scant mention of the evil policies of 
South Africa's heinous apartheid 
policies.

It takes incredible courage and 
spirit to beat the odds as Justice 
Thurgood Marshall did throughout 
his life. Despite early barriers be- 
cause of race, he undertook a leg- 
endary crusade for civil rights and 
served nearly a quarter century on 
the Supreme Court, the first Black 
appointed to the highest court in the 
land. While the struggle for racial 
equality is far from over, former 
Supreme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall paved the way forequality 
and justice for all. And millions of 
Americans owe him a great debtof 
gratitude for devoting his life to 


destroying the legal barriers that | 


separate Americans fromeach other 
on the basis of race. 

Justice Marshall was the great | 
grandson of a slave named Í 
Thoroughgood. The futureSupreme ` 
Court justice was the sonofa waiter | 
and a schoolteacher. His mother | 


hoped he'd be a dentist, but instead £ 
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he turned to law. He enrolled in 
Howard University's law program 
after the University of Maryland 
rejected him because he was Black. 

He worked as a lawyer for the 
NAACP, then became legal direc- 
tor for the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund, Inc. Justice 
Marshall spent two decades fight- 
ing racial discrimination alongside 
à brave band of Black parents and 
students in courtrooms through the 
South and nation.

But, even as 
Judge Thomas' former employer 
was crying foul, Professor Hill was 
preparing to come to Washington to 
testify that the former Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Commission 
chairman had tried to date her and 
show her pornographic movies when 
she worked as his special assistant. 

Sen. Joseph Biden (D-DE), 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, tried to prepare the 
country fora Congressional hearing 
like no other, but no one was pre- 
pared for the ugly charges hurled at 
Judge Thomas by Miss Hill and his 
firm denials which kept the com- 
mittee in sessions from 10 a.m. Fri- 
day, October 11 until 2 a.m. Mon- 
day, October 14. 

The cheers of tourists and fans 
of Judge Thomas signaled his en- 
trance each day into the historic 
Senate Caucus room made famous 
by the Watergate hearings and the 
Iran-Contra affair. This is where 
John Dean and Oliver North sat 
before the Senate and where 
Clarence Thomas ultimately was 
forced to defend his reputation. In 
the end it was the White House 
assessment of Judge Thomas that 
the senators voted for. President 
Bush said when he nominated the 
candidate on July 1, 1991, that “his 
life is a model for all Americans, 
and he’s earned right to sit on this 
nation’s highest court.” Many of the 
senators said last Tuesday that Pro- 
fessor Hill had not proven her case 
“beyondareasonable doubt because 
a pattern of sexual harassment had 
not appeared and the charges rest 
only on one person. 

Judge Thomas, like retired Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall, the man he 
succeeds won the confirmation af- 
ter a delayed vote. Justice Marshall 
was confirmed in 1967 by a 69-11 
vote after a delay of more than two 
months. This week's vote makes the 
fifth time Judge Thomas has been 
confirmed by Congress fora federal 
position. The others were, 1981, 
assistant secretary for civil rights; 
1982 and 1986, chairman of the 
EEOC and 1989, Judge, U.S. Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals.
